The  man  who,  at  best, 
knows  the  triumph  of  high  acliievement  and  who,  at  worst,  if  he  fails,  fails 
while  daring  greatly,  so  that  liis  place  will  ne\-er  be  with  those  cold  timid 
souls  who  never  knew  victory  or  defeat."
